Oratorio is a form of music that has a wide 
The promise given when the 


provide oratorio performances on a worthy 
a leading reason for the welcome 
In the production of 
Mendelssohn's ‘‘Elijah’’ at the Theatre 
Roval, Dublin, last Saturday, we had the 
first stage of fulfilment of the promise. The 
production pleased a great “ál «anon and it 
was, indeed, worthy to take rank with the 
best of oratorio performances within the 
memory of people who recall a long list of 
such efforts in the past. 

A splendid chorus, some three hundred 
strong, provided some thrilling moments, and 
did consistent good work, in spite of the 


defective balance due to compayative shortage 
of male voices, especially of tenors—aimost 


inevitable in an amateur body. The principal 
three of them 
were Irish singers, and the fourth, Mr. Keith 
Falkner, was an excellent discovery for the 
art of Elijah. The orchestra, though limited 
“nótaí of want of space, could be deemed 
strong enough for the occasion, and was good 
in quality. In the performance as á whole 
weak spots were few, and Mr. Turner 
Huggard, who had deserved his great oppor- 
tunity by past enterprises in choral produc- 
tion, is entitled to hearty congratulation on 
the results of his preparation of the work. 

By the side of its progressive policy in 
respect of orchestral music, the choice of 
‘Elijah ” for its first oratorio performance 
may have disappointed a few of the 
Philharmonic Sóciety s supporters, Í recognise, 
however, that there were good reasons for the 
choice. In the first place, the singers them- 
selves are entitled to some consideration, and 
it is certain.that the majority of choralists 
prefers to sing the old familiar oratorio music. 
Besides, the chorus will have more confidence 
in its powers now that it has proved itself in 
a standard work, and will be the better 
humoured to proceed to something fresh. 

Again, if we are to lose on the roundabouts 
we must “make” on the swings; which 
means that the choral concerts must yield 
profits, out of which the orchestral enter- 
prises can be subsidised. Public taste, there- 
fore, must be consulted, and the Dublic 
public is notoriously old-fashioned with regard 
to choral music. Dublin, iideed, is not ex- 
eeptional in that respect. It is well known 
that the big English festivals do not profit, 
except in reputation, by the production of 
new works: the ‘‘ Messiah”? and “ Elijah” 
performances save the look of the balance 
sheets. 

Another point in the argument: 
was the alternative to ‘‘ Elijah *’’ 
“Dream of Gerontius,’’ or 
Granville Bantock’s ‘‘Omar Khayyam’! I 
think it was right for the Society not to 
attempt any such work as its first choral 
venture, 

In any case, it was quite time that we had 
another festival performance of ‘‘Elijah.’’ Many 
vears have passed since the last one, and 
Mendelssohn's work is not one that can be 
cast out from our musical cognisance, 
‘Elijah’ is one of the two supreme 
examples of oratorio; it contains imperish- 
able music, and it gives occasion for high 
accomplishment in performance. Its com- 
poser, though praised often for many things 
that are not truly praiseworthy, still was a 
grer* master of his art, and in “ Elijah ” we 
have much of his best work. 

It is music of a kind that does not interest 
me at present, but some day I may be glad 
to come back to it, 

Hundreds of musical folk were glad to get 
back to it on Saturday. The choralists sang 
as if they especially were glad. Some of the 
' were shy at male voice leads, but other- 
wise we heard good volume, alertness in 
attack, and a degree of refinement commend- 
able in so large a body of singers. For once 
I did not hear any of that shrieking tone 
which so often has been a fault in the 
soprano section of Dublin choruses. It was

Last night’s performance in the Peacock 


Theatre, Dublin, almost might be described

They 
were the Misses Mida O'Brien and F. W. 
Koenigs and Messrs. Lal Cranfield, C. 4. 
Pilkington and R. Charles. 

The second drama, ‘‘ Danger,” by R. 
Hughes, was played in complete darkness, 
the story having to do with a disaster in a 
coal mine. The cast of three—Marjorie 
Elvery and Messrs. T. A. W. Purefoy and R. 


Bilton—spoke their lines with fine dramatic 


effect, and an air of realism was imparted by 
the “ effects ” off stage. 


The third item was A. P. Herbert 's “' Two 


Gentlemen of Soho.’’ It was a broad bur- 
lesque of life in a London night club de- 
veloped in more or less Shakespearean 
language. The author had some very 
punguent things to say of the modern craze 
for dancing, especially by old people, and the 


whole thing was good fun-making, none the 


less enjovable because of the truth in so 
many of the author's shafts.

GRAMAPHONE NOTES. 


SAVOY OPERA. 


NEW SERIES OF ELECTRICAL 
RECORDS. 
It is good news for thousands of grama- 
phone owners that the Gramaphone .Company 
i” His Master a Voice ” ) will record afresh, 
by the latest electrical processes, the com- 
plete set of Gilbert and Sullivan operas. 
‘The Mikado’’ already has been placed in 
the catalogue of electrical recordings, and it 
was to be assumed that in course of time 
others of the Gilbert and Sullivan series 
would receive attention. Now, however, we 
have the word of the Gramaphone Company 
that it is committed definitely to steady re- 
production of the entire set. The series will 
run to .150 records, and will not be com- 
pleted in one yéar—perhaps not in two. The 
first work to be issued under the scheme, and 
the second of the Gilbert and Sullivan seres 
recorded hy the new electric process, 15 
‘The Gondoliers,’’ on twelve 12-inch records. 
The arrangements were under the direction of 
Mr. Rupert D’Oviv Carte, and great efforts 
have been made to complete and issue the 
work before Christmas. The cast includes 
many singers whose names are associated for 
most of us with Gilbert and Sullivan opera, 
including Henry Lytton and Bertha Lewis. 
Copies of the first records have come to me, 
and the reproduction is wonderfully sug. 
gestive of an actual performance by the 
D’Ovly Carte Company, which carries on the 
traditions of the original Savoy productions, 


MENDELSSOHN MUSIC. 

The latest Brunswick parcel includes an 
orchestral record that will be welcomed hy 
many musicians. It gives the New York 
Philharmonic Symphony Orchestra  {con- 
ducted by Toscanini) in some of Mendels- 
sohn’s ‘* Midsummer Night's Dream ”’ 
music; the '' Noctur.2’’ on one side and the 
“ Scherro ” on the other. Neither playing 
nor recording is hetter than corresponding 
work done in England. The “'Nocturne, 
indeed, is not as good as the Columbia record 
of the Royal Philharmonic’s performance; 
but the ‘“‘Scherzo’’ gives good reproduction 
of delicate playing, In another record the 
Berlin State Opera chorus and orchestra are 
heard in good ensemble work, with Heinrich 
Schlusnus as baritone (singing in 
German) in the ‘loreador’s Song from 
“Carmen,” and in a seena from an opera 
unfamiliar here, ‘‘ Undine.” The parcel con- 
tained also some good fox-trots and hght 
music,

OPERA NUMBERS. 

In its latest issue of" *' Electron ' records, 
the Edison-Bell Company has included three 
that give operatic music sung in English. 
The Covent Garden singers manage to pre- 
refinement im thelr singing of the 
Soldiers’ Chorus from ‘ Faust,” and the 
Pilgrims’ Chorus from “ Tannhauser.’’ Both 
of these are choruses that are apt to get out 
of hand, unless done with great care, and it 
is a pleasure to hear them so well sung. 
Another record gives Miss Edith Furmedge’s 
singing of the two Siebel songs in “ Faust ”’ 
— When All Was Young” and “The 
Flower Song.” The third record of this 
operatic set gives on one side Madame 
Butterfly’s song, “ One Fine Day,” as sung 
by Miss Stiles Allen, who is in the first half- 
dozen of English soprano singers to-day; on 
the other side Miss Stiles Allen is joined 
with Mr. Edward Holland and Mr. E. Leer 
in the trio from the last act of ‘ Faust.”’ 
These are ten-inch records. On a twelve-inch, 
Miss Stiles Allen is recorded in Braga’s 
Serenade and ‘Angels Guard Thee” 
(Godard). In both of these numbers the 
violin obligato has due prominence. Two 
very welcome orchestral selections are given 
on a record of the Royal Artillery String 
Band. On one side is ‘Finlandia,’ the 
stirring tone-poem by the Finnish composer, 
Sibelius; on the other, Mendelssohn’s 
“Fingal’s Cave” Overture, somewhat 
abridged, I think. ‘These records belong to 
the class that has been called ‘‘ New Poor ” 
records—good music, well recorded. at a

SPEECHES AT ANNUAL 
DINNER.

Mr. H. Toppin, President, occupied the 
chair at the annual dinner of the Insurance 
Institute of Ireland, in the Royal Hibernian 
Hotel, Dublin, on Saturday night. In pro- 
posing the toast of the “Trish Free State,” 
which was replied to by Mr. Blythe (whose 
speech will be found in another column), he 
said that he did not wish to be unduly 
optimistic, but he did honestly believe that 
if they went about their work in the right 
way and in the right spirit they had a great 
future before them. (Hear, hear.) They had 
no time to look back; it was the future that 
concerned them. When they considered the 
conditions existing to-day—and unemploy- 
ment and depressed conditions were not 
peculiar to Ireland—he thought they need 
not feel uneasy as regards their future, any 
more than any other other country in the 
world. They might not be as prosperous as 
they liked, but there were signs of improve- 
ment. Their country was one of the grandest 
countries in the world. (Hear, hear.) Their 
success would depend largely on understand 
ing and goodwill. (Applause.) 

WORK OF GREAT IMPORTANCE TO

usiness community, and for the whole com- 
munity. The principle of insurance had 
shown remarkable progress. It was a sort of 
shock-absorber. It was vital to all business, 
and to the individual, to make provision for 
future contingencies, which it could not 
actually forecast. The habit of looking into 
the future and providing for the unforeseen 
was of great importance, and the principle of 
sacrificing in the present for the future was 
a good one. On behalf of the business com- 
munity he would like to say that they re- 
garded the work of the insurance profession 
as one of the very greatest importance to the 
country. 

Mr. W. P. Sheriff, in reply to the toast, 
said that Mr. Eason was one of the best 
Presidents that the Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merce had ever had. (Applause.) 

Mr. G. F. Sparrow, in proposing the toast 
of “The Guests,” regretted that nowadays 
most of the young men on entering the in- 
surance profession got all their technical 
education from outside schools, and at present 
there was not a school worth talking about 
in Dublin to give a technical training in 
insurance to young men entering the pro- 
fession. 

Mr. J. H. Webb, President of the Institute 
of Architects, expressed his pleasure at the 
Minister’s reference to borrowing for housing, 
and said that one often heard the remark that 
it was useless building decent houses for the 
poor, because they would not keep them 
decent. That was absolutely untrue, and 
one had only to go to the housing scheme 
at Crumlin and see beautifully-kept houses 
and the healthy children to realise that. — 

Mr. George Ryce also responded, wishing 
continued prosperity to the Institute. 

Major-General W. R. E. Murphy, Assistant 
Commissioner, D.M. Division Civic Guards, 
also briefly replied. 

LORD GLENAVY AND THE TREATY. 

Lord Glenavy, proposing the toast of the 
‘* Insurance Institute of Ireland,’’ said that 
he did not think it was possible to exaggerate 
the indispensable contribution that they sup- 
plied in the development of the industrial and 
social life of the country. He had present 
in his mind the Workmen’s Compensation 
Act and the Employers’ Liability Act, which, 
under ordinary conditions, would impose an 
impossible and intolerable burden on 
employers which they could not possibly meet, 
but. the insurance societies came to their 
rescue, and in consideration of comparatively 
small payments took the risks on themselves, 
and enabled those most important benefits 
to be given to the working classes without 
interfering to any great extent with the cost 
of production. 

ey were largely responsible, too, for the 
extraordinary development in recent years of 
transport traffic. It would have been impos- 
sible for the railway system or motor traffic 
to have reached their present dimensions had 
the companies who ran the trains or the 
ple who owned the motor cars not been 
insured. 

“Once the smig was signed between 
Great Britain and this country,” continued 
Lord Glenavy, ‘‘ closing a long and, in some 
respects, an unhappy chapter in the world’s 
history, I was among those who made up my 
mind that I would throw in my lot for good 
or ill with my native country, and that I 
would, to the best of my ability, endeavour 
to help in the essential work of reconstruction. 
I have never for one moment regretted my 
decision in that respect; I have never lost 
faith in the future of the Free State, though 
I do admit that there had been occasions 
when the setback has been of a grievous 
character, and more especially did I feel over- 
whelmed with depression when that terrible 
tragedy deprived us of the life of one of. the 
best and most courageous Irishmen that has 
ever adorned this country.” 

INCREASE OF FELLOWSHIP AND 

GOODWILL. 

Perhaps, however, they ought not to in- 
dulge in reflections of that kind, but, rather, 
address themselves to the indications of the 
increasing spread of the spirit of fellowship 
and gs Pá and kindly co-operation onpes. 
all classes and creeds in the Free State, an 
in that regard he welcomed the epidemic 
that had recently arisen in the city of func- 
tions of that kind, which gave an opportunity 
for all men playing a useful part in the life 
of the country to meet together and to help 
each other in the task that lay before them. 

It wasin many respects a gigantic task, but, 
in view of what had already been accom- 
plished, they could look forward with hope 
and confidence to the future. (Applause.) 

“What we need,” his lordship declared, 
‘‘and what is indispensable, is a long pull, a 
strong pull, and a pull together. If everyone 
of us, as opportunity is supplied, from the 
President to the workingman, put our 
shoulders to the wheel, and give of our best, 
all these difficulties which now seem to some 
of us insurmountable will gradually lose their 
significance, and that we can emerge with 
safety and victory.’’ (Applause.) 

In conclusion, Lord Glenavy paid a tribute 
to their President, whom he had known for 
many years. 

The President, in responding, said that they 
were all indebted to Lord Glenavy for all the 
nice things he had said about the Insurance 
Institute. 

The proceedings closed with the singing of 
“Auld Lang Syne.”

The principal streets in Cork presented 
an animated and picturesque appearance 
last Satutday, when the Christmas 
shopping season was ushered in. The 
streets were artistically decorated, and in 
the evening were illuminated with many- 
coloured lights. A brisk business, in- 
dicating the success of the venture, was 


done during the day. . 
CROWDED STREETS. 

The unfavourable weather did not damp 
the ardour of expectant sight-seers and pur- 
chasers. From an early hour the trains 
and ‘buses from the outer districts brought 
large contingents to the city. As early as nine 
o'clock the marketing throng was making its 
way into the principal streets. The majority 
of visitors were women, carrying in. many 
cases baskets and shopping bags in readiness 
for their round of the business houses. By 
noon Patrick street and other main thorough- 
fares were more crowded than has happened 
so early in the day in any previous season.

he general schem» ot decorations was to 
represent the principal cities and towns of 
Munster by their heraldic arms.

At several important points the decorations 
were particularly elaborate.

IRELAND SS ‘‘ ONLY

CONCERN.’’ 


FOUR MONTHS IN JAIL FOR 
POTEEN-MAKERS. 


At the present time in Ireland poteen- 
making is the only money-making concern, 
said Mr. M‘Grath, solicitor, defending James 
Wallace and James Reihill, farmers in the 
Newtownbutler district, who were caught 
around a still on the mountains, at which the 
police seized a quantity of wash and some 
poteen. It was “the old, old story—poverty,”’ 
said Mr. M‘Grath, It was getting near to 
Christmas time, and the men were only 
trying to make a little money 

The magistrates sentenced both defendants 
to four months’ imprisonment, without the 
option of a fine, and refused to listen to Mr. 
M‘Grath’s appeal for a reduction of the 
penalty. Hugh M‘Elgunn, Carrickmacullagh, 
who was found “ looking on,” was fined £5, 
or two months’ imprisonment. 

BUNCRANA RAID “ SCENES.” 

Charges of assault by the Guards and 
against the Guards arose out of a poteen raid 
on a lonely mountain-side house at Meenaduff, 
Dumfries, in the Buncrana district. | When the 
ame entered, in civilian attire, over tneir uni- 
orms, Hanna Gibbons pulled a bottle con- 
taining poteen out of her clothes and dashed 
it to pieces on the floor. The case against her 
was dismissed, but her husband, Patrick 
Gibbons, was fined £7 in respect of the 
bottle. 

As regards the “ scenes ” that took place, 
the Guards’ case was that during the search 
for poteen in Gibbons’s house, Gibbons held 
Sergeant O’Brien and Guard Connolly and 
said that he would beat any two men in the 
Civie Guard. James and Patrick M‘Elhinney 
then rushed in, and the Guards had to make 
a hurried departure, being followed by the 
male defendants over two fields and pelted 
with stones, | 

Sergeant Hartigan said that the Guards 
had to retreat in disorder. He gave the 
order to the Guards to fire, but this was only 
bluff to get away with their lives. None of 
the Guards used a baton. It was a life and 
death struggle, and if the Guards had re- 
mained in the house they might not have 
been there that day to tell the tale.” 

The Justice (Mr. Walsh) said that the 
Guards should get batons, which they could 
use easily, 

_ Patrick M‘Elhinney said that when he went 
into Gibbons’s house to see what was wrong 
he was knocked down. 

The Justice suggested a withdrawal of the 
cases, and after luncheon this was agreed to, 
but the solicitors for the Guards asked for 
costs.

Connolly, which he adjourned for medical 
evidence.

SHOULD WOMEN TAKE AN EQUAL 


SHARE WITH MEN? 


At Blackrock Literary and Debating 
Society last Saturday night, a motion of 
Mrs. Kettle’s: ‘‘ That women should take an 


| equal share with men in the administration 


of justice,” carried by 47 votes 
against 12. 

Mrs. Kettle said that, under Article 3 of 
the Free State Constitution, women had 
equal status with men as citizens; but in the 
administration of justice they found that the 
whole administration of justice, with one 
exception, was male. That was where women 
conld practise as barristers or solicitors. 
When the Free State was established women 
had the same right as in England to serve 
on juries, but that was undermined by Acts 
of the Free State. The elimination of women 
from juries was a scandal. They should have 
women on the bench. 

Mr. Fonso Carton, who opposed, said that 
the vast body of women in Ireland showed 
that they did not want to act as jurors. He 
was against the motion, which would im 
on women the obligation to serve on juries. 

Miss Duggan said that when women 

the vote they should also accept the 
duties attaching to it. 

Mr. William Brady said that this was part 
of a campaign to enforce what was known as 
women’s rights.

PLEA FOR FREEDOM IN

A HAPPY COINCIDENCE. 
Professor ' E. Thrift, T.D., F.,T.C.D., 


responding to the toast of ‘Prosperity to 
Ireland,” said that he was glad that love 
of country was inculculated in that, as in 
other schools. That toast to which he was 
asked to respond was proposed by an official 
of the Northern Governm::t, and it was 4 
very happy coincidence that he as a member 
of the Parliament of the twenty-six counties 
was called on to reply to it. He was sure 
they all felt that whatever political divisions 
there may be for the time being that the 
country would become one—a realisation of 
which may not, perhaps, come in their life- 
time, but come it would—and that they could 
all accept a toast of that kind and respond 
to it with feelings of optimism was a very 
hopeful sign. 
A NOTE OF OPTIMISM, 

Reasoned optimism was what they should 
all feel at present, and they should look 
forward instead of looking back. Who would 
have thought a few years ago, when, for 
instance, the building in which they met that 
night was used for quite different purposes 
would again be a for social functions? 
The time had not come yet when one could 
make a comparison between the State at 
present and that which existed a few years 
ago; but to-day they could not help hearing 
testimony to the ability which had been 
shown by the present Government, to their 
courage and to their wisdom, despite their 
inexperience, in attaining that result. They 
had laid down lines on which they built up 
a State on the broad basis of toleration, and 
for which they deserved recognition and 
appreciation. They had passed through a 
time of crisis, and had now entered on an 
era of corstruction and peearem. and he 
thought that they all might feel, if they bent 
themselves readily to the task that lay in 
front of them, that the result would be what 
they desired. 

“We have had enough of politics,” said 
Professor Thrift, “and enough of talk, and 
we ought now sound the ‘cease talk’ and 
get to work. If we could set aside for a 
time politics and approach the problems that 
confront us we would be able to solve them 
in such a manner that we would be able 
to turn the country into a prosperous one.”’ 

PROBLEM OF THE SLUMS, 

The country, he continued, could hardly 
be called prosperous when great slums were 
within their immediate neighbourhood and 
hovels in the country so easy to find, None 
of them would bg able to apply the term 
prosperity to the country in the way they 
would wish until these things had passed 
away. There was much to be done, and they 
had only commenced, and if they were 
to ask him what he thought the 
most important work to which they should 
set their minds he would say education. 
If they could approach their educational 
system setting aside altogether all tinge of 
politics, and setting themselves to make that 
educational system one which would raise the 
very poorest to a higher level, and those on 
that particular level to a higher one, and so 
on, they would be able to make great strides 
within a few years. If they did that, they 
would be able to approach that problem quite 
apart from politics, and find out how best 
they could give primary education to the 
bulk of the people, followed by technical 
education, which would fit them for their 
work in life. 

| PROSPERITY. 

Mr. A. H. Elliott, who presided in the 
absence of Dr. Poole, President, proposing 
the toast ‘‘ Prosperity to Ireland,” said that 
they hoped—and they all saw signs of it— 
that prosperity was coming to Ireland. With 
the construction of the great Shannon scheme 
in the South and with building in the North, 
they looked forward to a prosperous country, 
and from the signs which he saw that time 
was not very distant, 

‘* Kindred Societies’’ was proposed by Mr. 
T. Hayes, a vice-president of the Union, who 
congratulated its members on their activities 
and wished the Union a long and prosperous 
career. 

Messrs. W. R. Booth (Wesley College) and 
Mr. F. Jones (Diocesan School) responded. 

The toast of “ The School” was proposed 
by Mr. C. G, Shankey, and spoken to by the 
Rev. A. E. Hughes, who said that Mountjoy's 
contribution to education was remarkable, 
due, in a great measure, to the wonderful 
enthusiasm of Mr. Anderson and to the spirit 
of freedom that existed in the school. A 
s greatly needed in Irish education was 
reedom; for that was what had made 
Mountjoy successful. 


FREEDOM IN EDUCATION. 

He hoped that those who had to de with 
education in this country would see that more 
freedom would be given in education. He 
was not going to say one word about any 
particular so hamhain fin óil see cis freedom 
was needed to develon the education which 
was best suited to Irish boys. 

he Rev. W. Anderson, Head Master of 
the School, responding, said that of those 
who sat down to dinner at the 1912 gathering 
of the old boys six had laid down their lives 
in the great war. Their school was second 
to none in the great call to arms, and 500 of 
their boys had donned the King's uniform, 
two of whom had won the Victoria Cross. 

He recounted the successes achieved by 
old boys, and those now at the school during 
the year in educational and athletic fields. 
They had reason to be proud of the past 
history of the school, whether they considered 
their performance in the great war, in 
scholastic distinctions, or their efforts in 
sport. 

Concluding, he said that he would like to 
urge the Government to be consistent in con- 
nection with their educational programme.

This appears to have _‘ven rise to a suspicion 
ii the minds of the farmers that, owing to 
the absence of competition, they were not 
getting as good a price as they would other- 
wise obtain. Certain members of the Town 
Council frequently gave expression to this 
view, which was resented by some of their 
colleagues, who maintained that the prices 
obtained in Portadow.: were as good as those 
ruling in other Northern markets. The 
allegation was also indignantly repudiated 
by the buyers.

MYSTERY OF A GREY-

JUDGE AND PERJURY OF 
FATHER AND SON. 

When the defendant’s story that the dog 
had died, and was buried by him, was borne 
out by his father, in a case at Nenagh Cir- 
cuit Court, in which Thomas Sage, Glenacre, 
Killaloe, sued Thomas O'Meara, a large 
farmer, of Ballycahane. Ballinahinch, for 
£105 in respect of the pony detention of 
a greyhound bitch lent to him on the 26th 
June last, Judge Sealey directed Guard 
Grady to take a motor car, and go to Bally- 
cahane with the plaintiff and the defendant, 
and get the latter to point out where the 
dog was buried.

The defendant's father said that the de- 
cree should be made against his son. 

Judge Sealey—You came here and told lies. 

O’Meara—I have nothing to do with my 
son. He is apart from me. 

The Judge—You got frightened when | 
told the Guards to go and look for the dog. 

O'Meara was then removed by the Guards 
protesting. 

The bitch, it appeared, was Katie Honey, 
by Honeyman, the Waterloo Cup runner-up 
about two years ago. Mr. Rody Cleary, 
Knigh, the owner, had entrusted the plaintiff 
with the training of the dog, and when he 
wanted to exhibit it at Nenagh Show the 
defendant, who had meantime sis the 
dog, told the plaintiff—according to the 
latter’s evidence—that it had been poisoned, 
and that he put it in a bag, and dropped it 
into the river. 

Mr. Cleary estmated the present value of 
the brood bitch at £100. He said that he 
would prefer to have the dog back instead 
of the money. The dam of the bitch was 
Milinda’s Fancy.

TO ENSURE A HEALTHY 
STOCK OF PIGS. 
NECESSITY FOR MORE 
SUPERVISION. 

Speaking at the meeting of the Cork County 
Committee of Agriculture, Mr. B. W. Brazier 
said that at the last meeting the Committee 
made application to the Department for addi- 
tional funds for boars. Owing to the number 
of porkers that lately had been discovered to 
be slightly affected with tubercular bacillus, 
he thought that it wouldebe advisable to 
draw attention to the necessity for careful 
selection and testing of those animals by com- 
petent veterinary surgeons. The industry 
was a big and growing one. The Farmers’ 
Union had largely taken it up, and had found 
it necessary to establish a fund to com- 
pensate any of their members who might be 
unaware that their pigs were affected until 
they were killed. He proposed that the 
attention of the Free State Department of 
Agriculture be drawn to the necessity of 
applying more supervision over boars used 
for breeding in this country with a view to 
ensuring a healthy stock of pigs. 

Professor, Boyle seconded the resolution, 
which was passed unanimously. 

HOME-GROWN WHEAT. 

Mr. C. C. Mercier said that he came before 
the meeting in response to a letter from the 
Secretary addressed to the Secretary of the 
Irish Flour Millers’ Association on November 
11th, in which he asked whether any arrange- 
ments had been made by the flour millers to 
take the home-grown crop from farmers. His 
Association thought that it would be more 
helpful if, instead of a letter in reply, they 
sent representatives to the meeting. He had 
come to tell and remind the committee that 
in the first place the flour millers had made 
application to the Tariff Commission in re- 
spect of their industry, and had formulated 
proposals with regard to the using of home- 
grown Irish wheat. The favourable considera- 
tion of those proposals would mean the using 
of a considerably greater quantity of Irish 
wheat than had been so in recent years. 

Mr. Brazier—Are the Irish millers willing 
to instal the necessary machinery to deal 
with Irish wheat? I understand at present 
that the machinery is not suitable for dealing 
with Irish wheat? 

Mr. Mercier—I do not think that is exactly 
the right view from the milling point of view. 
We can deal with any wheat that comes to 
us. 

Mr. O'Connor said that the difference, as he 
understood it, was that Irish wheat contained 
more moisture than foreign wheat. 

Mr. Mercier—Some people say one wheat 
is good and others bad. i can tell you that 
no milling wheat is bad: 2 

HE TARIFF QUESTION, 

Mr. Brazier—If a tariff is put on flour are 
the Irish millers prepared to guarantee that 
they will not increase the price of flour beyond 
that in operation in England? 

Mr. Mercier—I am afraid you are getting 
me out of my depth. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Mercier added that there were certain 
questions on which he could not give definite 
replies, as the Tariff Commission had not 
concluded its sittings. He would be only 
too pleased to appear hefore the Committee 
after the conclusion of the Tariff Commission, 
and explain everything in connection with the 
industry. 

The Chairman thanked Mr. Mercier, and 
said that the matter was a very important 
one and worthy of consideration of the Com- 
mittee or any other committee.

DEMANDS

PUBLIC MEETING IN CORK. 

Convened by the Cork, West Cork and 
North Cork County Committees of the Irish 
National Teachers’ Organisation, a public 
meeting was held at the School of Art, Cork. 
last Saturday, Mr. J. .f. Daly, B.A., Chair- 
man, North Cork Committee, presiding. 

Mr. T. J. Murphy, T.D.~protested against 
the delay of the Free Siaie Ministry for 
Education in putting into effect. the findings 
of the Committee of Inquiry into the inspec- 
tion system. He testified to the excellent 
results of medical and dental inspection of 
school children in Cork for the past few 
years, and thought that a similar scheme 
should be put into operation throughout 
Ireland. 

The meeting adopted a series of resolutions 
reiterating the <lemand of Congress calling on 
the Free State Government to introduce ‘m- 
mediately an education bill to provide foramong 
other things an education council to assist 
and advise the Minister, and an education 
authority in each county and county borough, 
whose main functions shall be to make pro- 
visions for adequate and sanitary school accom- 
modation, and the maintenance of school 
buildings; urging on the Department the 
necessity for providing medical and dental 
inspection of sehool children, and acquiring 
suitable playing fields for national schools 
pupils; urging the necessity of placing all 
schools on an equai footing as regards repairs, 
as all are State supported; that suitable rent- 
free residences be provided for all teachers 
who need them, and where residences are not 
erected that a grant instead be given to 
teachers; requesting the Minister to put into 
operation immediately the findings of the 
recent Inspection Commission, and demanding 
pension rights for junior assistant mistresses 
and teachers in convent, monastery and other 
primary schools; urging that women 
teachers reaching sixty years have the option 
of remaining ‘on until sixty-five on the same 
terms as men; protesting against the treat- 
ment of old pensioned teachers, and express- 
ing the opinion that the pensions of those 
who retired from 1920 to 1925 are inadequate, 
and requesting an increase in these cases.

THE 


PRESENTATION FROM FORMER 
PUPILS. 

A pleasant function took place last Saturday 
afternoon at the King’s Hospital, Dublin, 
when a deputation, representing the past 
pupils and the officials of Kilkenny College, 
waited on Canon Harden, D.D., Head- 
master of the King’s Hospital, and Bishop- 
elect of Tuam, Killala and Achonry, for the 
purpose of presenting him with an address 
and an episcopal ring. Dr. Harden was ap- 
pointed headmaster «f Kilkenny College in 
1907, and held the post till 1914, when he 
resigned to take the vice-principalship of St.

The Rev. W. J. Mayne, M.A,, Secretary of 
the Incorporated Society, who presided, spoke 
in fitting terms of the noteworthy work Dr. 
Harden had done during his term of oftice in 
Kilkenny, a work which laid the foundation 
of the present prosperity of the school. He 
said that their meeting was to do honour to 
Dr. Harden, in gratitude for his efforts in the 
cause of education at home and abroad. 7 

The Rev. R. Watson, M.A., Diocesan in- 
spector, was invited, as the senior past pupil 
present, to make the presentation, Before 
reading the address, Mr. Watson gave an 
account of his experience of school life before 
and after Dr. Harden’s appointment, and 
dwelt on the change wrought by Dr. 
Harden’s kindness and consideration for his 
pupils. He spoke of the gratification felt by 
the old Kilkenny College boys on learning 
of the recognition accorded to Dr. Harden s 
scholarship and many outstanding qualities by 
his election to the Episcopal Bench, and 
assured him of the good wishes of his past 
pupils for his success and happiness in the 
future. 

The Bishop-elect, in accepting the ring and 
address, thanked the donors, and spoke of 
the great pleasure that their action had given 
him. He said that his memories of Kilkenny 
College were of a most pleasant kind, and 
that when in his future work he wore the 
ring it would remind him of happy days and 
valued friendships.

It is 
absurd that Rumania should have tariffs 
against Hungary, or that goods from 
Vienna should be liable to duty on entry 
into Czecho-Slovakia. A writer in The 
Times describes how Hungary, which 
always has been an agricultural country, 
is building up an ambitious textile in- 
dustry in the shelter of a high tariff wall, 
with the result that Czecho-Slovakia, 
whose textile industry is sufficiently large 
to supply 75 per cent. of the needs of all 
the Central European States, has been 
obliged to acquire factories and erect new 
spindles in Hungarian territory in order 
to evade the import duty. This example 
indicates the wastage of the tariff system 
in Central Europe; but it also serves to 
show the difficulties of getting rid of it. 
Large sums of money have been sunk in 
the new industries, and, if a Zollverein 
were formed, many of them would dis- 
appear in the face of efficient competition. 
For that reason agreement between the 
several States will not be easy, especially 
as the situation is complicated by a series 
of political squabbles like that between 
Hungary and Rumania. Matters are so 
bad, however, that some kind of modus 
is essential. Unless they make 
some effort to resolve their differences, the 
new States of Central Europe will share 
the fate of the Kilkenny cats.

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The Children of the Poor. 
The article in which a special correspon- 
dent to-day describes the Dublin Chil- 
dren’s Court gives a glimpse into the 
tragedy of young life in the underworld of 
the Free State capital. An hour in the 
Children’s Court any day would set up an 
Abbey Theatre dramatist with the mak- 
ings of one of those bitter comedies which 
seem to be Dublin’s chief contribution to 
the national theatre. The grotesque 
diction, the mean absurdities, of unhappy 
girls and boys might amuse the visitor 
who failed to discern the gloom of the 
environment that produces these little 
wrong-doers. Hunger, idleness, ignorance 
and overcrowding, if they have not per- 
verted the whole of that large population 
which dwells in the city’s tenements, 
have failed only because a fundamental 
good nature and the restless toil of the 
religious have resisted them in an heroic 
fashion. Where, however, utter per- 
version is escaped, feckless habits are en- 
gendered which forbid the growth of a 
virile, industrious and self-respecting 
population of wage-earners. The Chil- 
dren’s Court, as our correspondent urges, 
ought to be dissociated as completely as 
possible from the police court proper ; for 
peccadillos that bring the stigma of 
conviction upon young people, and 
familiarise them with the company of the 
reprobate, may blight their lives. Time's 
changes have intensified the need for a 
revision of the treatment of young 
offenders. There are, in our industrial 
schools, hosts of young children who are 
really good human material, freer from 
dangerous warp than many a child out- 
side. Misfortune has brought them into 
institutions where they enjoy a moral, 
mental and vocational training that fits 
them for skilled work in good positions ; 
yet, too commonly their start in life is 
made under the shadow of prejudice, and 


their early promise is frustrated. Train- 


ing in these institutions, subject to proper | 


tests, ought to rank against a definite 
period of apprenticeship. With the 
coming of the electrical age to Ireland the 
demand for trustworthy technical workers 
may find a large part of its supply in 
those whom early misfortune has cast into 
the way of regeneration. 


A Dye-Stuffs Cartel. 


From New York it was reported last 
week that a great cartel was being formed 
by means of which Great Britain, France 
and Germany would divide the world’s 
markets for dyes and other chemicals, It 
was affirmed that the United States Com- 
mercial Attaché in Paris had reported to 
his Government news of this combine, 
presumably with particular reference to 
the menace to American interests involved. 
The Daily Telegraph is informed that 
Britain will take no part in any inter- 
national Dye-stuffs Cartel. “The fact 
seems to be perpetually overlooked chat 
the British chemical interests are under 
the direction of Imperial Chemica] In- 
dustries, Limited, a combine formed to 
consolidate and develop the chemical 
resources of the British Empire.”’ It is 
suggested that the repeated rumours con- 
cerning a supposititious Franco-Anglo- 
German dye-stuffs combine are prompted 
by the fact that the German chemical 
industry is in need of further capital, 
which it is hoped to acquire in London 
and New York. Apparently negotiations 
are afoot between the French and German 
dye-stuff interests for an interchange of 
patents and processes, which may be the 
preliminary to joint advances to England 
and America. Co-operation, however, even 
between Germany and France on these 
lines is unlikely, according to the Daily 
Telegraph, to reach the form of a com- 
plete cartel.

THE CRIPPLES’ HOME, BRAY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—In April last, through the /rish 
Times, an appeal was made for money to 
enable the governors of the Cripples’ Home 
to utilise the home for open-air and sunlight 
treatment of children suffering from tuaber- 
cular disease of bones and joints—hip disease, 
spinal disease, etc. The governors now 
express their thanks to those who have most 
generously responded to that appeal. The 
total sum subscribed amounts to £1,500. 
Building alterations are now well advanced, 
and it is hoved to open the new department 
of the home next February. 

‘The money subscribed will meet the cost of 
building and also that of an ultra-violet 
lamp. Further, a nurse, fully trained at the 
Adelaide Hospital, is now obtaining special 
instruction at Leysin (Dr. Rollier’s clinique). 
All this outlay is covered by the £1,500, but 
more is needed to enable the governors to 
purchase special furniture and appliances, 
which will cost about £200, and also to meet 
the additional cost necessary to start the 
new scheme. For this we now make further 
appeal to the Protestants of Southern Ireland, 
especially to those who may have overlooked 
the appeal in April. 

It should be clearly understood that the 
aim of the new scheme is not to provide a 
resting place for the late cases—the hopelessly 
deformed—but, on the contrary, to provide a 
cure in earlier cases, and thus to prevent 
crippling deformities and to enable these 
children to become healthy men and women 
and useful citizens of the Free State. The 
memorial wing will still continue its good 
work in providing a home for delicate older 
girls

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| MORE RIOTING IN 
RUMANIA. * 


TROOPS USE HOSEPILPE 
ON STUDENTS. 
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From Our Own Corresponpent. 
BUCHAREST, Sunday. 

Anti-Semitic demonstrations -occurred in 
various university centres of Rumania 
esterday, when the fifth anniversary of 
the agitation to limit the number of 
Jewish students in the universities, was 
commemorated. Heavy military guards 
were on duty in all the cities, and the 
demonstrations occurred, despite a Govern- 
ment order against any such manifesta- 
tions. 

At Jassy, the students, after attending 
church Services, marched to the Jewish 
Synagogues and smashed the windows 
whilst. a Service was in progress. Troops, 
who were called up, drove back the 
students into their dormitories, and pre- 
vented them from leaving again by turning 
on the water hose. The students then re- 
taliated by using the fire’ extinguishers. 
The fight is reported to have ended in a 
draw. 

Other demonstrations took place at 
Cernovitch and Bagau. Window «mash- 
ing again occurred in the latter town, but 
the military prevented any serious dis- 
orders. 


BRITISH WAREHOUSE LOOTED. 
From Ovr Own CORRESPONDENT. 
VIENNA, Sunday. 

Refugees from Grosswardein, where un- 
precedented riots and attacks upon Jews 
and Hungarians by Rumanian students in 
Congress were witnessed last week, re- 
ported on arrival at Belgrade an attack on 
a branch of a British textile factory at 
Grosswardein. 

The British members of the staff raised 
the Union Jack over their building, but 
this enraged the rioting students, who are 
reported to have torn down the flag and 
thrown it into the mud in the streets. 

The refugees declare that rioters looted 
all the clothing from the factory ware- 
house, and destroyed all that they could 
not themselves take away. 
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SIR AUSTEN AND 
RUSSIA. 
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NO FURTHER MEETINGS 
ARRANGED. 
From RevtTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Sunday. 

Questioned with regard to his meeting 
with M. Litvinoff, when he received a 
number of British journalists to-day, Sir 
Austen Chamberlain said fhat no new 
point of view of either Government had 
been disclosed, and there was no prospect 
at present of further conversations. 

““I do not exclude the possibility,’’ he 
said, “but nothing has occurred at 
Geneva to give rise to a further meeting.” 

Asked if there was any change of 
Russian policy, he replied: “I cannot 
answer confidently in the affirmative at 
present. What occurred on this occasion 
is a valuable contribution, but no long 
conclusions can be drawn.” 

Asked what conditions had been laid 
down for a resumption of relations with 
Soviet Russia, he answered that the con- 
ditions have already been laid down by 
British Ministers in their public utter- 
ances. 

‘‘ What we really require is proof that 
the abuses we complain of have ceased. 
Then we will be very happy to resume 
relations. Hostile propaganda can cease, 
but so far no bridge has been erected 
for further negotiations.”’ 

In reply to queries regarding the visit 
of Sir Ronald Graham, British Am- 
bassador in Rome, to Geneva, he said 
that the Ambassador had come here 
merely that he might exchange opinions 
with Sir Austen, so that they might gain 
a better understanding of Italian policy 
and aims. 

Answering further questions, Sir Austen 
said that the good offices of Britain is 
always available, if wanted, to remove 
difficulties and in the cause of peace. 
“The truth is that I am not going to 
Italy, but straight home to-morrow,’’ 

With regard to Franco-Italian relations, 
he said: “Do not take too tragically the 
differences which arise from time to time. 
It is a great mistake to exaggerate. I 
admit that bickering has become too 
acute, and for both sides it is time to 
call a halt, but there is a little detente in 
the situation. There is not any imme- 
diate prospect of a meeting between M. 
Briand and Signor Mussolini.” 

Someone asked: ‘‘Does Albania give 
rise to anxiety?’’ 

Sir Austen replied: “I wish the posi- 
tion was one of greater agreement—and 
we would be very glad to see an agree- 
ment—but it is not necessary to take a 
tragic view, and J am confident that no 
one wants to disturb the peace. ' 
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CAPTAIN LALOR STILL 
A PRISONEH. 


DEMANDS FOR INCREASED 
RANSOM.

ICHANG, Saturday. 

Captain Lalor, master of the steamer 
Siangtan, is stil] in the hands of the 
bandits by whom he was carried off on 
November 30th. A Jetter has been re- 
ceived from him by the gunboat Mantis, 
in which he says that he is kept in a 
creek near Shasi—a town between Ichang 
and Hankow.

They saw no signs of armed bands anywhere, 
Perhaps, the most satisfactory feature of 
the whole business has been that which Sir 
Austen Chamberlain pointed out in conversa- 
tion with British journalists this afternoon— 
namely, the harmony which was proved to 
exist between the Great Powers, he added 
that, in this instance, he did not exclude 
Soviet Russia. 

Any discord between them must have pre- 
vented a settlement from being reached, and 
it had been another illustration, he said, of the 
usefulness of the Council in its mediatorial 


capacity. 


| THE CHILDREN’S 
COURT. 


PROBLEM .OF GIRLS’ 
OFFENCES. 
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REFORMS THAT MIGHT 
‘BE MADE. 
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From a Woman CORRESPONDENT. 

If you want to see tragedy and comedy 
played alternately without any footlights 
and scenery to heighten the effect, visit 
the Dublin Children’s Court. But the 
tragic element is the larger, and the 
comedy is pitiful. 

Every Friday, the day when the Court 
is held, a little throng of young offenders 
arrives. They are ushered into a room in 
the same building where the grown-up 
law-breakers assemble. There they sit 
huddled together in an atmosphere that is 
gioomy at best, but heavier than it need 
be owing to the number of people crammed 
into the room. - Sometimes children in 
arms are present, of necessity, since the 
mothers have no one to leave the babies 
with while they bring the older children 
to court. 

There is nothing in the world more soli- 
tary than the child who stands facing 
even the most humane and kindly inten- 
tioned magistrate who ever tried to 
“make the punishment fit the crime,” 
because the gulf between age, even early 
middle age, and youth is immeasurable. 

The small culprit cannot realise that 
the magistrate may be wholly sympathetic 
to him; that he only wants to make him 
see why he may not indulge in these great 
adventures in such reckless manner with- 
out bringing dire consequences on his 
head. The little chap has forgotten the 
glorious thrill of the charge down the 
street with a couple of yelling con- 
federates—does not remember what im- 
pulse that led him to snatch up a turnip 
or some such missile from outside a 
grocer's shop and hurl it furiously from 
him. How did he know that the stupid 
thing was going to smash somebody’s 
window? The fun is all over and it did 
not last long; and now he has to foot the 
bill. 

The few minutes’ ordeal in court seem 
to him interminable while the magistrate 
questions him with kindly care to learn 
what manner of little boy he may be—the 
kind that. must be punished, or the kind 
that a straight warning will suffice to 
make “go canny” in future—so far as 
the normal small boy can “go canny.”’ 


GIRLS. 


The case of the girl offenders seems 
harder to deal with. How can a man sift 
and weigh the evidence here at all? A 
clergyman, addressing a meeting of women 
in the Northern capital lately on the sub- 
ject of the management of boys, said, with 
a wealth of kindly scorn in his voice: 
“What do you know about boys?’’ Con- 
versely, how can a man understand little 
girls? Can he realise the complex bitter- 
ness that may be engendered in the female 
sex by the consciousness of some superior 
gift or possession of an acquaintance? The 
matter may rankle and fester for months, 
ending in some act of violence and an 
appearance before the magistrate. They 
may have been bosom pals once—sucked 
the same acid drop; even in court the 
antagonists refer to each other simply by 
Christian name. 

The problem of how to deal with child 
offenders must always bristle wivh difficul- 
ties. The magistrate who tries such cases 
will always have the sympathy of anyone 
who has ever seen one bend his whole 
mind to the task of finding the best 
means of treating every case. 

Surely there might be a good deal 
altered in the present arrangements to 
make things easier al] round. Could not 
such courts be held away altogether from 
the ordinary courts? Need the children 
mingle as they now do with those attend- 
ing the other courts? The business ol 
classifying the offence and the offender 
would be simpler in a different 
atmosphere. The majesty of the law can 
mean little to such youngsters but a name- 
less terror that makes them tongue-tied 
or defiant. The mere sight of a child 
standing up in a dock is a pitiful thing. 

The machinery of the law could operate 
just as efficiently in all essential matters 
if these cases were taken in an ordinary 
room with the necessary officials sitting 
round a table. It is certainly a desirable 
thing to impress the power of the State 


on even the youngest of its citizens who 
trifles with its laws; but that impression 
would be a clearer and more lasting one i! 
the child's mind were not bewildered with 
irksome routine in a murky, stuffy 
atmosphere, and with a crowd of unneces- 


sary onloukers. 


WOMEN MAGISTRATES. 


There is a great deal of talk in these 
talkative days of woman’s place in public 
life. It seems as if the Children’s Court 
at least is one of those departments of the 
State from which she has no right to be 
absent—from which no man who is awake 
to his own interest and to the interest 
of the public welfare should dare to wish 
to exclude her. If another and better 
form of procedure might be. planned for 
the treatment of juvenile offenders, surely 
it can include among its officials a woman 
who could help the judge over some of 
those points on which the mere masculine 
intuition might find itself at fault. There 
are many things that every woman knows, 
and some of them are concerned with 
matters that no man worth calling such 
ever feels quite justified in handling. 

The children who pass through these 
courts may be comparatively few in 
number, but they have an equal right 
with others to the “fair deal ” that pre- 
sent circumstances make it so hard to give 
them. Any day there may be among the 
pathetic little group one who might some- 
time be a leader of men if he now is kept 
in the straight and narrow path so un- 
attractive to the wayward feet of youth. 
The absolute right of the child to the 
truest justice humanity can achieve cries 
out for attention before we can achieve 
the ideal State of the optimist’s dream.

LONELY HOUSE AS 
ARSENAL. 


POLICE DISCOVERY IN 
BELFAST. 


-“ 


One of the largest “dumps ” of arms 
and ammunition discovered in and around 
Belfast was found by the police on Satur- 
day last in a vacant house on the White- 
rock road, which runs from the entrance 
of the city cemetery towards Divis 
mountain. It is a very thickly populated 
district on the outskirts of the city. 

For some time the Northern authorities, 
acting, it is said, on information received, 
have been making an exhaustive search 
of the district for concealed stores of 
‘‘warlike material.” Their efforts were 
unrewarded, however, until Saturday 
morning, when District-Inspector Lynn, of 
the Royal Ulster Constabulary, accom- 
panied by uniformed and plain clothes 
officers, made the discovery stated. 

They entered the vacant house at eight 
o'clock and instantly realised that their 
search was successful, for there had been 
little attempt to conceal the weapons and 
ammunition with which the building was 
stored. It was obvious that a consider- 
able time must have been occupied in 
conveying all the material to the place 
where it was found, if, as is likely, it was 
brought there in small lots. 


A LONELY SPOT. 

There was a great deal of excitement in 
the district while the police were engaged 
removing the “find ” to the lorries which 
had been brought to the spot to convey it 
to headquarters. The passage of the 
vehicles through the streets, under a 
strong armed escort, attracted considerable 
attention. 

There is no doubt this lonely house 
had, by virtue of its secluded position, 
been chosen as the place for a central 
“ dump,” and the material brought there, 
either for the purpose of subsequent dis- 
tribution or collected from outlying 
points and stored in the hope that it 
would be safe from official eyes and ready 
to hand, should the opportunity for its use 
arise.

As regards the reported case at 
Poynton, Stockport, Cheshire, the Free 
State Department for Agriculture has 
ascertained, on inquiry, that the 
Veterinary Inspector of the Ministry for 
Agriculture and Fisheries considers that 
foot-and-mouth disease does not exist at 
this place.

FRENCH AND GERMAN 
RECIPIENTS.

MUSIC. 


CRITICS ACCLAIM 
NEW INVENTION. 


“GREATEST WONDER OF 
OUR TIME.” 


e 
~ 


A remarkable device which may have a 
far-reaching effect in the musical world 
is the invention of a young Russian, 
Professor Leo Theremin, who astonished 
an audience of ce.ebrities at a demonstra- 
tion in London on Saturday. 

Rather like a wireless valve set in some 
respects, the apparatus used at the Savoy 
Hotel consisted of a little box with a 
metal loop to one side and a metal rod 
about two feet long, projecting straight 
up from the top. 

The contents of the box are secret, but 
the principle of the apparatus, according 
to Sir Oliver Lodge, who was one of those 
present, is the control of the ‘‘ howl’’ 
which oscillation produces in wireless 
sets. The wireless ‘‘howl’’ is caused by 
moving the reaction coil too close to the 
other coil. ‘‘ If you wave your hand near 
the coils of a wireless set,” said Sir 
Oliver, “you may cause a howl] which 
will vary in pitch as your hand 
approcahes or recedes.”’ 

A REMARKABLE PERFORMANCE. 

The young Rusian inventor waves his 
hands about the metal rods of his inven- 
tion, but the result, instead of a howl, is 
music of rare sweetness—the notes of a 
violin, the rich deep tones of a ’cello, 
the sound of a human voice singing. 

Describing Saturday’s demonstration, 
one of those present says:—#‘ When Mr. 
Edward Evans sat down at the piano and 
began a soft accompanient for Schubert’s 
“Ave Maria,’ the nervous, silent young 
man became more confident. He stretched 
out his sensitive hands and everyone 
became quiet. Then something as sweet 
as a well-played violin flowed delicately 
around the gilt and mirrors of the room. 

““ Professor Theremin is artistic, as well] 
as scientific, and his playing was quite 
beautiful, although he does not profess to 
show the possibilities of this ‘‘ music from 
the air ” as a virtuoso. 

“- He played as if he were conducting an 
orchestra. His hands moved to and fro 
in the air, and the ether responded, 
making one think of magic and en- 
chanter’s gestures. He performed ‘ The 
Swan,’ by Saint-Saens, and ‘Old Air,’ 
by Matthieson; and the music seemed to 
be moulded under his fingers. ' 

“ GREATEST MUSICAL WONDER.” 

Mr. Ernest Newman, the well-known 
musical critic, writing in the Sunday 
Times, says:—'‘‘ The thing is quite as 
marvellous as the reports from Berlin had 
led us to believe. The intonation was 
sometimes at fault, but that means 
nothing; Professor Theremin does not 
pretend to be a musical virtuoso. It is 
clear that, by this method, tones of the 
utmost purity and melodic lines of the 
greatest flexibility can be produced, and 
that not only can the characteristic 
timbres of certain orchestra! instruments 
and of the human voice be imitated, but 
instrumental and vocal timbres that have 
not hitherto been practicable can be 
obtained. The imagination is intoxicated 
by the musical possibilities latent in the 
invention. It is the greatest musical 
wonder of our time.” 

PRINCIPLE OF THE INVENTION. 

Perhaps, the most lucid explanation of 
the principle of the apparatus is that 
given by the Music Critic of the Observer, 
who writes:—‘‘The examples we heard 
ranged through an octaye—say, from 300 
to 600 vibrations. This range is produced 
by a varying number of ‘beats.’ Beats 
are puffs of air which result as the dis- 
crepancy, great or small, between two 
different oscillations. Two electric currents 
establish a rate, one of, say, 1,000,300 
oscillations, and another of 1,000,600 ; and 
the introduction of the hand into the 
magnetic area reduces the latter rate (or 
increases. the former) to the requisite 
amount.” 

It was stated that it was not intended 
that the audience should regard Satur- 
day's performance as highly finished, The 
professor, it was explained, was in the 
position of an instrument-maker; he 
merely demonstrated the possibilities of 
the instrument he had made. It has 
orchestral possibilities as well. Indeed, 
he has constructed a sort of orchestral 
desk at which a number of performers 
ean play at the same time. 

YEARS OF TRAINING OBVIATED. 

*A man will come,’’ the professor him- 
self says, “who will play much greater 
music than I can,” and to anyone who 
has the gift of music he promises that he 
would be able to play with his invention 
in a fortnight what a violinist can play 
only after years of training. 

The most startled person in the room 
was Sir Henry Wood. He sat and stared 
in amazement as the slim young Russian 
waved his hands and the rich, deep tones 
swept through the room. While the 
eminent conductor was watching the 
possible orchestra of the future, Sir 
Oliver Lodge sat near him, siiling with 
delight at this triumph of the laboratory, 
Surveying the two was the cynical Mr. 
Bernard Shaw, who looked at both and 
laughed. In the background Mr, Arnold 
Bennett was standing adding to his ex- 
periences. 

Mr. C. B. Cochran had organised the 
private party st which the inventor de- 
monstrated his instrument, and the 
audience included musicians, scientists, 
writers and actors.

Commenting editorially upon the ending of 
the state of war between Poland and 
Lithuania, The Times remarks :—It appears 
to have been hoped that the proceedings at 
Geneva might have resulted at least in an 
immediate renewal of diplomatic relations be- 
tween Poland and her neighbour. This 
hope, with any larger hopes which may have 
been entertained, has been disappointed. 
Marshal Pilsudski, it is said, relies upon 
Poland's powers of attraction, particularly in 
the economic field, to bring Lithuania gradu- 
ally into intimate and friendly relations with 
her. Communications between the two coun- 
tries have been totally interrupted for several 
years and if the artificial barriers between them 
are removed commercial intercourse will re- 
vive, greatly to the advantage of Lithuania, 
and some sort of consular or diplomatic repre- 
sentation would, naturally, follow. 

The Council of the League is to be con- 
gratulated upon the harmony with which its 
members, including, for the first time, a repre- 
sentative of Germany, handled an exceediugly 
delicate and difficult problem. They have not 
settled the Polish-Lithuaniap question—-far 
from it—but once more they have shown 


their usefulness in preserving and 


promoting the peace of Europe by | 


easing difficult situations and by 
gaining time for calm deliberation by States 
whose relations have become daiugerously 
strained. There is no doubt that the rela- 
tions between Poland and Lithuania have 
been chronically bad almost since their status 
as sovereign States was recognised by Europe, 
or that for some months past it had become 
acute. So long as Lithuania pretended that 
a state of war existed between them the risk 
of incidents which must have led to an explo- 
sion continued. The twofold declarations 
made under the auspices of the Council and 
embodied in its resolution have greatly 
abated, if thev have not wholly averted the 
dangers which the positicn undoubtedly vie- 
sented.

From OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 

During the ten months ended 3ilst 
October last Irish Free State butter ex- 
ports brought into the country £710,233 
more than in the corresponding period of 
1926. The quantity of butter exported 
showed an increase of 90,629 cwts. So far 
as it goes this is satisfactory, but inquiry 
among cross-Channel traders who handle 
butter from all parts of the world indicate 
that something more is required. 

Under the Dairy Produce Act the 
quality of Irish creamery butter exported 
is almost guaranteed. In the absence of 
a national brand and a proper system of 
grading, however, an absolute guarantee 
is wanting. The absence of this security 
for buyers was forcibly brought home to 
me in connection with the Dairy Show in 
London. On that occasion I found that 
Irish butter would be in better demand if 
it could be marketed like the produce from 
New Zealand. Boxes of butter from that 
country are marked with the name of the 
factory, the national brand (a fern leaf) 
anc the grade. Those from the Irish Free 
State are stamped with the name of the 
country, but have no nationa] brand and 
no grade mark. 

This, in the opinion of many who have 
the interests of the Irish butter industry 
at heart, is a very serious defect in our 
trading arrangements. It puts Irish 
creamery butter of all grades on a common 
level. In the absence of a guarantee such 
as a national brand or grading would 
provide, buyers are inclined to judge 
produce according to the lowest standard 
of merit, and as a result prices are apt 
to be unfavourably affected. It may be 
said that Denmark does not adopt the 
New Zealand system of grading, and that 
our Danish rivals are worth following. 
That may be so, but the Danes have a 
reputation of forty years behind them 
and attain their end in another way. 


COMPULSION, IF NECESSARY. 

If, as I understand, three-fourths of our 
co-operative creameries have agreed to 
adopt a combined marketing scheme, it 
would seem as if the time had come for 
legislative measures to compel _ the 
remainder to join in the interests of dairy-. 
ing as a whole. It is a pity that, having 
gone so far with a scheme that promises 
to be fruitful, the promoters should be 
hampered in their work of national well- 
being by petty jealousies. If there are 
creameries which do very wel] with a brisk 
home trade, let them think of those that 
depend for their existence on exports and 
sive a helping hand as far as possible. 
If there are others which secure top prices 
on the English market let them help the 
combined marketing scheme, and at the 
same time insists upon the importance of 
proper grading. In that way the best 
creamery butter would maintain its 
reputation, and the general level of 
quality would be improved. 

I am aware that there is opposition to 
crading among creamery managers, but 
looking at the matter from a business 
point of view T believe that such a system 
would benefit the industry. It should be 
possible to introduce this without further 
legislation under the Dairy Produce Act. 
At any rate, the suggestion 1s worth con- 
sidering before the combined marketing 
scheme comes into operation. That this 
will take place in a short time I have

NO DIFFICULTY ABOUT 
INSPECTION.

[ am informed by the Veterinary 
Branch, Department of Agricultury, that, 
provided they know of the intended sailing 
of a boat with live stock for England or 
Scotland, veterinary inspectors will be in 
attendance sufficiently early to prevent the 
two hours’ detention period at the port 
of embarkation from causing any delay 
in the time of sailing. This disposes of 
a difficulty which was mentioned at last 
Thursday's conference on the marketing 
of Irish meat and live stock. 

In the case of a-boat sailing at 10 a.m., 
as proposed, in connection with the new 
North Wall-Holyhead service, veterimaty 
inspectors will be in attendance from 
6 a.m. Recently one of the Glasgow 
shipping companies arranged a special 
sailing from Dublin on Sunday, and a 
full staff of veterinary inspectors was 
detailed for duty. This fact is mentioned 
to show the readiness of the Department 
of Agriculture to co-operate with shipping 
companies in this respect. 

In addition to their two hours’ deten- 
tion work, the veterinary inspectors have 
other duties to attend to during the day.

The importance of this pact cannot be over- 
emphasised, as Colonel Bromhead, Chairman 
of the Gaumont British Corporation, ex- 
plained to a Sunday Times representative 
that Germany is the only country, other than 
Great Britain, which has a definite value to 
the film market. For this reason, over a 
period of years, there had been constant 
negotiations by American film companies to 
obtain a monopoly. Several companies have 
entered into negotiations with the Ufa Co. 
to ensure their pictures being shown in Ger- 
many, and. the American firms had spared 
nothing to take advantage of a monopoly 
which they have, however, been unable to 
obtain for any length of time.

MR. BLYTHE’S ADVICE TO

he was now in the position of asking other 
people to do their duty, The insurance 
companies controlled a great deal of 
money, and, if he exhorted them to invest 
in the National Loan, he would be merely 
putting them on a good thing. The 
premium income of the various insurance 
companies in the Free State was between 
three and a half and four millions sterling, 
and that had built up funds of between 
twenty-five and thirty millions sterling. 
The insurance companies gave an invalu- 
able service to the policy-holders—the 
increase of insurance throughout the 
world was an indication of that—but it 
was equally true that the policy-holders 
conferred benefits on the insurance 
com panies. 

Many of the companies had recognised 
that where they could help the country 
it was to their ewn interests to do so, and 
many of them, taking the long view, 
recognised that it was to their own 
interests to help to make the National 
Loans—the- present and the last—a 
success. Every insurance company, how- 
ever, did not do that. 

CONTRASTS IN COMPANIES. 

Some companies in the last week or so 
had done very well—and some of them 
were not among the giants—but he hoped 
that their virtue would be rewarded to 
the extent that they would ultimately be 
among the giants. When they issued the 
1923 Loan one company from whom they 
expected a subscription sent in an appli- 
cation too late. He hoped that company 
would not do the same on this occasion. 

There were thirty-five or forty in- 
surance companies operating in the Free 
State, and in connection with the present 
Loan applications had been received from 
about eleven only. 

“The Loan,” continued the Minister; 
“is going very well, indeed. The sub- 
scriptions on Thursday, Friday and to- 
day have been almost the same figure on 
each day, and, if similar amounts are 
received on Monday and Tuesday, we will 
close on Tuesday evening with something 
over. (Applause.) I would like everyone 
interested in the success of the Loan to 
come along so that we will have to close 
on Monday night.” 

THE NEXT LOAN. 

It was important that they should do 
so.. They had great schemes, like the 
Shannon scheme, the drainage schemes, 
housing and the Agricultural Credits Cor- 
poration, which would mean that they 
would have to borrow again, and the terms 
on which they borrowed would be affected 
by the support given to the present Loan. 

“If we are to drag on until Wednesday 
night,” continued Mr. Blythe, “and be 
just barely able to get the sum we are 
looking for, e will find it very difficult 
to get satisfactory terms when we next 
come to borrow. It is quite clear now 
that we are going to get the money re- 
quired, and more than is actually being 
asked for.” (Applause.) That is very satis- 
factory, and it should have its effect on the 
great numbers of incurable pessimists we 
have in our midst. I am no believer in 
fatuous optimism, but that is less 4 
handicap than the unreasonable pessimism 
that exists among our people to such 4 
large extent. If we made up our minds 
that we have opportunities of making 
things go well, and if we would decide 
to do it and would not mourn the losses 
we have suffered in the past, but would set 
about making the best of the future, I 
believe we could make very astonishing 
progress in a very short time.” (Hear, 
hear.) 

Pessimism was probably due to their 
national history, which was largely & 
history of national defeat; but they had 
now got over the period of national defeat, 
and they could clear their mind of the 
psychology of that history of defeat, and 
realise that they had had national victory, 
and through that national political victory 
they should try to march to economic

AN ENNIS RESOLUTION. 


From Our Own Ciana, 
á NS, Saturday. 

Lord Inchiguin presided at a EE Ms of 
British ex-Service men, held in the Legion 
Club, Ennis, last evening, with the object of 
drawi attention to the conditions under 
which the majority of ex-Service men have to 
live and pressing for full publicity in connection 
with the Government Committee of Inquiry 
recently appointed on the initiative of Captain 
Redmond, T.D. In addition to the men im- 
mediately concérned, there were present :— 
Major H. Lefroy, Major G. ‘Studdert, Colonel 
G. O'Callaghan Westropp, Captain R. G. 

ottenham, Captain T. P’ Lysaght, M.C.; 
Paymaster Lieutenant-Commander W. H. 
Ranalow, Captain . Buckeridge, . Mrs. Vere 
O’Brien, Canon W. 8, Kin , Canon Griffin, 
Mrs. Helen O'Doherty, Kilnish + Mr. and 
Mrs. W. H.. Fogerty, and. Dr. J. H. 
Counihan. 

In the course of an address Major H. Lefroy 
dealt at some length with the operations of 
the Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land Trust. He 
recalled that in 1914 and 1915 those of them 
who had been engaged in a recruiting cam- 
paign in Ireland had been authorised to 
promise that, when the survivors returned 
after the war, they would all have decent 
houses to live in. No restriction was then 
placed on the number of houses to be built. 
In proof of that he mentioned that he had 
succeeded in getting 42 built in the Killaloe 
district under the first scheme. But, later on, 
restrictions were placed on the work by the 
British Treasury, and the result of this and 
other difficulties was that only 3,600 houses 
had been erected to meet the needs of a 
country from which England had obtained 
249,000 recruits for her fighting Services. 

He held that there had been a breach of 
faith with those men, and that every possible 
pressure should be brought to bear on the 
British Government to redeem their promises 
in regard to the housing question. In this 
they were entitled to expect the fullest assist- 
ance from the Free State Government and 
from every party in the Free State. It was 
of prime importance to ensure that the pro- 
cee ings of the Committee just set up should 
be public, and that all the evidence to be 
given before it should be available to the 
Press. 

SIR HENRY McLAUGHLIN’S LETTER. 

Major G. Studdert quoted the following 
extract from a letter addressed by the late Sir 
Henry McLaughlin, K.B.E., in 1925 to the 
Right Hon, J. S. Amery, when the latter was 
Secretary of State for the Colonies :— 

“ Shortly after Lord Kitchener did me the 
honour of appointing me as Director-General 
of Recruiting for Ireland, the British Govern- 
ment gave me authority to say publicly from 
the platforms that everything would be done 
for the ex-Service man on his return, and 
particularly in the way of housing. Time and 
again men have come to me and informed me 
that the British Government are not uphold- 
ing the promises made through me. As a 
matter of fact, I think I am correct in stating 
that only about one out of every seventy-two 
is receiving a house, even under the present 
scheme." 

Lord Inchiquin, in a brief reference to the 
same aspect of the case, said that the housing 
of ex-Service men was a matter of the most 
urgent importance, and up to the present only 
the most inadequate steps had been taken in 
that direction. In Newmarket-on-Fergus alone 
he had received particulars of ten cases in 
which the housing conditions were very bad. 

*“HOVELS FOR HEROES.” 

Captain T. P. Lysaght, M.C., said that in 

Kilrush the British Government had got 
nearly 500 recruits. All these men had been 
promised houses for heroes. Such of them as 
survived were now in receipt of small dis- 
ability pensions, and had to live under the 
most intolerable conditions. Not a single 
house had been erected for them. They had 
recently got a “promise” of four houses. 
Four houses to accommodate hundreds! 
Instead of “houses for heroes,’ there were 
still ‘“‘hovels for heroes” nine years after 
the war. 
Mr. Patrick Hogan, T.D., Deputy-Speaker 
of the Dail, supported the object of the 
meeting from the point of view of a Labour 
representative. He was aware that hundreds 
in Ennis and Kilrush were trying to rear 
their families in the most insanitary and un- 
Christian conditions, and, so far as he could 
assist, he would: do his best to ensure that the 
matter was remedied. 

The Rev. Canon King emphasised the 
terrible conditions existing in Kilrush. Ex- 
Service men and their. families were crowded 
into wretched hovels, in which they had 
only one room. Sometimes as many as eight 
persons were packed into one small room. 
A disabled ex-soldier, named Tom Keane, 
said that he was an example of the conditions 
prevailing in Kilrush, He was in receipt cf 
a pension of 18s. 3d. a week for wounds 
received in the Great War. He had been pro- 
mised a house when he was “going out. 
Now, he with his wife and seven children 
were condemned to live in a one-roomed 
hovel, in which there was neither accom- 
modation nor sanitation. 

FULL PUBLICITY DEMANDED, 

It was mentioned that a branch of the 
British Legion was about to be established 
in Kilrush, and it was arranged that a public 
meeting should be held there for the purpose 
ef focussing attention on local conditions. 
A resolution was adopted unanimously for 
submission to the Dail pressing for the com- 
plete publicity of the proceedings of the 
Commission of Inquiry dealing with the 
grievan ces of British ex-Service men in the 
Free State. Without this publicity the 
resolution claimed that the objects of the 
Commission would be defeated.

Since the performance of the farcical 
comedy ‘ Biddy,” was stopped by a section 
of the audience on Tuesday night the Lyric 
Theatre has been closed, and to-day the com- 
pany left by the af n train for Dublin. 

“This week the boards of the Lyric will be 
occupied by an amateur production of the 
light opera, “Dorothy,” in aid of the St. 

4néent de Paul Society, and at the 12 
o'clock Mass in Saint Joseph’s.Churcb to- 
day the Rev. Father Moriarty strongly urged 
the congregation to support the performances. 

“And now, said the preacher, “having 
spoken in favour of ‘ Dorothy,’ I feel I should 
make a brief allusion: to that. other unfor- 
tunate lady, ‘Biddy.’”’ On last Tuesday 
night, in that city,.the farce, “ Biddy,” was 
brought to an abrupt ending by the men of 
Limerick, A dignified. public protest was 
made against a wanton and gross insult to 
the Catholic priesthood and faith. . It was 
very hard, if not.impossible, for non-Catholics 
to comprehend the dignity of the priesthood, 
and they naturally could not understand 
when Catholics resented any caricature of it. 

THE PRIESTHOOD'S DIGNITY. 

The priesthood was the sublimest office on 
earth. In it God had raised a morta] man to 
the height of His divinity. He had given the 
Bb divine power to reincarnate again the 
Son of God. To the priest God had given 
the diyine power to absolve from sin and be 
the dispenser of the graces of the Crucifixion. 
In the priesthood God had raised mortal man 
above kings and emperors, above angels and 
archangels; He had. brought him into the 
Holy of Holies and had conferred on him a 
participation in His divinity. 

Knowing this, Catholics were horrified at 
every caricature of the priesthood, and were 
not merely entitled, but were in duty bound, 
to protest. In this farce the priest was repre- 
sented as an unlettered and ignorant buffoon 
who could not speak a grammatical sentence, 
whose language was not merely of the 
broadest brogue, but vulgar in the extreme. 
He was portrayed as dishonourable, sly 
and mean, and there was nothing 
“lovable’’ or ‘kindly’ about him. 
Such a caricature was resented, and 
on behalf of the priests of the city he 
wished to thank most sincerely the men of 
Limerick for their dignified protest against 
this wanton insult. It was not the first time 
that Limerick had come to the protection of 
the Catholic faith and given a lesson to the 
people of Ireland. They as priests were proud 
and honoured to work amongst them, and 
deeply appreciated the stand taken by them 
on Tuesday night. They specially desired to 
testify to the fine sense of duty shown by the 
gentleman who rose from his seat in the 
theatre and led the protest.

STORIES OF CECIL RHODES. 


A NEW BIOGRAPHY. 


he is twenty-five years since Cecil Rhodes 

died,‘ and the time is due, perhaps, for 
an attempt to estimate the character and 
influence of the man. Some of the 
necessary material is contained in a new 
biography. (Rhodes: A Life. By J. G, 
McDonald. London: Philip Allan. Price 
21s.). The author of this Ár him- 
self says that no adequate “ Life’’ of Rhodes 
will be sible for another fifty years, 
and he offers his own account of the man 
for the benefit of future historians. who 
should be better placed for passing judg- 
ment on Rhodes’s career and conceptions. 
For the earlier years he has made. appro- 
priate use of existing biographies ; concern- 
ing the latter period he is able to write 
from close personal knowledge of Rhodes, 
whom he served as engineer on the 
Rhodesian estates. This book probably 
will superseds the earlier biographies as 
the standard ‘‘Life’’ for many years to 
come. 

With surprise one is reminded, on taking 
up Mr. McDonald’s “ Life,” that Rhodes 
was but forty-eight years of age when he 
died. Nearly fifty years ago he was a 
conspicuous man. Further back than most 
of the readers of this review will 
remember, he was looked on as a great 
man, To the reviewer the name brings 
up a memory of early numbers of The 
Review of Reviews—its pages turned over 
because of a boyish interest in the carica- 
tures and other illustrations—for W. T.- 
Stead, “whose ordinary political attitude 
should have antagonised him against 
Rhodes, was fascinated by something in 
the man that he recognised as transcending 
the politics of the day. Stead’s interest 
in Rhodes was reflected during many years 
in the pages of The Review of Reviews. 

A CLOSED CAREER. 

Had he lived longer, would Rhodes have 
accomplished any further great work? Mr. 
McDonald does not make us think that he 
would. His idealism had been expressed, 
and was not likely t6 take any more in- 
spiring form; his energy, his ‘‘drive,’’ was 
gone; his standing as a public man had 
been shaken, not to the discredit of his 
personal character, but, nevertheless, to 
the weakening of his influence on great 
affairs. What he was to do had been 
done in actual Empire-building and in the 
delivery of a message to his generation. 
Had he lived longer the glory he had won 
was more likely to be diminished than to 
be enhanced. His personal work we may 
regard as having been completed, its effects 
and reverberations—the historian of fifty 
years hence will be able, perhaps, to record 
where they ceased to count. 

Cecil Rhodes, third in the line of seven 
sons, who survived infancy, of a country 
clergyman in Essex, was only seventeen 
when he made his first voyage to South 
Africa. His eldest brother already was 
settled in Natal, where he. was trying to 
grow cotton. Cecil’s future career, though 
he was likely to have been trained for the 
Cuurch, had not been settled when a break- 
down in health revealed lung trouble, for 
which the doctor recommended a sea voyage 
in a warm clime. It was decided to send 
Cecil to stay with his brother in Natal, 
and so the future Colossus arrived in the 
continent of his destiny as a ‘‘ crock ”' 

“ At our camp fire in the Matoppo Hills in 
1896 he told us that when he was informed 
of the decision, he went to bed atlame witn 


at the quarterly meeting of the. Society in 
Dublin yesterday, said :—I would like to take 
this opportunity of making a very earnest 
appeal to the public for increased support 
for our annual collection.

Last season, in a few isolated instances, it 
came under the notice of the Free State 
ng EAG Ns of Agriculture that in buying 
turkeys from producers the birds were weighed 
on a small spring balance which, when held 
in the hand in a slanting position, recorded 
less weight on the scale than if it were 
suspended by the ring attached to the balance. 
The difference in the actual and recorded 
weights when this method was adopted was 
ascertained to be as much as 2lbs. per bird 
in some cases. :

Africa; a second opened a greater South 
Africa to his mind. In consequence of a 
heart attack suffered while at his work in 
the diamond fields, he took as a holiday 
a long trek through the open country to 
the north, “ through a land covered with 
rich-looking grass dotted at wide intervals 
with the small white homesteads of the 
Boer voor-trekkers, a vast and untamed 
country. 

“Those who were with him in the early 
days believe that this trip to the north had 
a very marked effect in crystallising his 
dreams, which until then had been vague and 
nebulous. On this journey he drew up his 
first will—one of the most extraordinary docu- 
ments ever conceived and written by a 
voung man. By it he left the wealth of 
which he was to die possessed to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, in trust 
far the extension of the British Empire.”’ 


A DUAL PART. 

He was then only twenty years of age. 
It was before his association with Oxford,‘ 
an association that was reflected in his 
final will, under which the Rhodes 


Scholarships at Oxford were established. 
On the diamond fields he was a man with

big business interests and his work under 
his eyes. At home for so many months of 
the year he dropped back into his place as 
a youth, There is a curious letter written 
to a friend in Natal, which deals first 
with various business matters in regard to 
his farming estates and his diamond fields, 
and in regard to his profits and his invest- 
ments, then continuing :— 
“[.go up to Oxford next week. Whether 
I become the village parson, which you some- 
times imagined me as, remains to be pwoved. 
am afraid my constilution received too 
much of what they call the lust of the flesh 
at the diamond ‘fields to render that result 
possible! Frank is in a cavalry regiment, 
and I have another brother who has just 
ot into the Engineers, so that we are fast 
coming a mili family. Whether I shall 
follow their example remains to be proved.”’ 
Only three or four years later he had 
commenced his big tussle with the Barnato 
interests for control of the Kimberley 
mines. The tussle did not reach its final 
stage till 1877, and in 1888 the De Beers 
Consolidated Company was registered. 
Here we see the peculiar qualities of 
Rhodes at work: his ambition did not rest 
on the financial side of the deal, but used 
that only as part of a plan to make a 
greater South Africa.

“ Rhodes proposed to make provision in the 
articles of association of the company íor 
using part of the profits of the De Beers Com- 
pany towards the building of a railway 
through Bechuanaland and to pursue his 
policy towards the North. To do this a 
change was necessary in the trust deed, for 
which the consent of Barnato was required. 
He refused stubbornly; but at long length, 
after a meeting lasting nearly twenty-four 
hours, he surrendered rather quaintly. 
Rhodes’s description of what took place is in- 
teresting: ‘We sat down one night,’ he said, 
‘to finally, I hoped, complete the amalgama- 
tion. There were three of us who held the 
principal interest in the diamond mines. Each 
made a condition, and I agreed to those of 
my two friends. As for myself, I said, “I 
want it put in the trust deed that we have the 
power to go to the Zambesi, or further north, 
to spend the money of the company if thought 
advisable to acquire a country and form an 
empire.” My friends would not agree, but 
I was obstinate, and we sat there till four 
o'clock in the morning. They got tired, and, 
seeing I was determined, one of them at last 
said:—‘* You have queer ideas. Some people 
have a fancy for this thing, and some for 
that thing, but you have a fancy for making 
an empire. Well, I suppose we must give in 
to you, but it isn’t business.” If you read 
the trust deed of De Beers, you will see it 
fully set out, and it will interest you to 
know that it was a great help to me when 
I was fighting to secure the North.’ ”’ 

Out of that agreement sprang at last the 
creation of Rhodesia, and, one way and 
another, the destiny of South Africa. The 
story is told at length by Mr. McDonald; 
its main outlines belong to _ general 
knowledge of modern history. Rhodes’s 
part in it has been told, too, in the earlier 
biographies. 

WINNING THE NATIVES. 

A special feature of Mr. McDonald’s 
book is his account of Rhodes’s doings in 
the northern part of South Africa after the 
Jameson raid had damaged his power in 
Cape politics. It is a part of Rhodes’s 
work that did not receive full attention, 
while the political side of Rhodes’s part in 
South African affairs was still in con- 
troversy. In this book we have a full 
account of Rhodes’s dealings with the 
native chiefs of the great northern terri- 
tory, and we are able to judge how im- 
portant was the play of his own personality. 
Mr. McDonald was with Rhodes at that 
period, and was able to see how much of 
what was accomplished was due to the 
great man’s personal ascendancy. From 
those chapters it is not possible to quote 
any special incidents, but the story as a 
whole of his gradual winning of the natives 
and the resultant pacification of the 
territory is a fascinating one. 

After that the end ‘comes quickly. 
Rhodes, afflicted with heart trouble -of 
rapidly increasing severity, plays out his 
time, worried in his closing days by the 
escapades of the egregious Princess 
Radziwill. 

£10,000 FOR PARNELL, 

For Irish readers the chapter on Rhodes’s 
negotiations with Parnell has interest, but 
the material is not new. Rhodes, it will 
be recollected, gave £10,000 to the Irisn 
Party Fund, first satisfying himself that 
Parnell would accept the retention of Irish 
members at Westminster. It was all part 
of his plan of Empire-moulding. “I 
believe,” he wrote to Parnell, in tendering 
his offering of a contribution, “ that the 
action of the Irish Party on the basis 
which you have stated will lead not to 
disintegration, but really to a closer union 
of the Empire, making it an Empire in 
reality and not in name only.” He felt 
that if he secured Parnell’s co-operation, 
he said afterwards, it would most probably 
solve the Irish question and pave the way 
for a general federation of the various 
units of the British Empire. 

This was said in Mr. -McDonald’s 
presence, when the matter was being dis- 
cussed with Rhodes in later years by George 
Wyndham and some other members of the 
House of Commons. The late Mr. Swift 
MacNeill had paved the way for. negotia- 
tion with Parnell, and what he had said, 
Rhodes related, ‘‘caused me to think that 
I would soon have Parnell sharing break- 
fast with me; but he was the hardest man, 
but one, to convince whom Í ever met. 
He trusted no one. I tell you that man 
suspected his own shadow. He was un- 
happy and saw little good in the world, 
but I do think ae meant well by Ireland, 
and after a prolonged talk I got him into 
agreement with me; but I did not care 
for him—there was too much of the gimlet 
in him: he was not quite human.”’

' COMEDIAN.

DAREDEVIL TRICKS 


RECALLED. 


Dan Rolyat. (55), the well-known comedian, 
who. died at, his home in Brixton last Satur- 
day. had an eventful career. It has been 
said of him that everyone of his fingers and 
both his ankles had been broken at one time 
or another during his daredevil acts on the 
stage. He was nearly killed at Newcastle. 
His trick was to escape from a pursuer by 
leaping fifteen feet from a gallery running 
round a gymnasium scene, clutch at a hang- 
ing rope, and slide grotesquely to the 
ground. He leaped, missed the rope, fell 
twenty-five feet, struck his head on a piano 
on ‘the stage, and lay there unconscious. 
He was off for an hour, then he insisted on 
being allowed to finish the performance. | 
The first appearance of Dan Rolyat—his 
real name was Taylor-—was made at Coutts’ 
Theatre, Birmingham, immediately after he 
left the University of Birmingham. He 
toured for some time with George Edwardes’ 
and Fred Karno’s companies. A serious 
accident ruined his career. A horse kicked 
him while he was pleying in ‘‘The Areca- 
dians” at Newcastle in 1912. He made his 
first appearance in London after his: accident 
in He was divorced by Florence 
Smithson, the musical comedy singer. Then 
he married ‘Constanee Worth, the film actress, 
only to be divorced again.

A provisional agreement, containing full 
details of the proposed arrangement, will be 
submitted to the members of each office in 
due course. The London Life was established 
in 1806, and its funds now total nearly 
£16,000,000. The Metropolitan was formed

£3,000,000. Both offices are mutual, and no 
share exchange or purchase price is invoived. 


SCOTTISH-AMERICAN OIL.

HIRE PURCHASE IN THE U.S. 

ie current issue of the Midland Bank 
Meethly Review has a careful examination 
of the instalment system of buying as prac- 
tated in the U.S., which reveals some points 
of interest. It would a r from the figures 
given that the system is not quite the big 
factor in American retail trade it has been 
represented to be. In proportion to the 
gross volume of retail business, the instal- 
ment plan is responsible for something 
between 11 and 16 per cent. only. On the 
average, it is found that the initial cash pay- 
ment, so far from being insignificant or non- 
existent, is fully a quarter of the total value 
of the transaction, while at any, given time 
the average debt outstanding amounts to 
about L.' per cent. of the total instalment 
sales. e charges for the facility of instal- 
ment buying—the addition to the price—vary 
enormously, but on the basis of an annual 
percentage over the period of the instalments 
the figure is from 10 per cent. per annum 
upwards. The source of the outstanding 
credit, while nominally the financing com- 
panies—of which there are over 1,000 now 
operating in the U.S.—is ultimately the 
banks for the most part. The conclusion 
arrived at is that the system, which has 
become very highly organised in the U.S., is 
in the main founded on a sound basis, and 
operates under well-regulated, scientific rules. 
But it is remarked that the experience of 
losses—a critical factor—relates to’ “ normal 
conditions of trade.” We would have been 
inclined to substitute “ boom” conditions so 
far as America is concerned. and it is when 
‘slump ” condition ensure that the real test 
of soundness will come,

HARDSHIPS UNDER 
__ EXISTING LAW. 


EVIDENCE AT TOWN 
TENANTS INQUIRY.

Evidence on behalf of the Federation of 
frish Town Tenants was given at last 
Saturday 's sitting in the King’s Inns, 
Dublin, of the Town Tenants Commis- 
sion, when Mr. J. J. Byrne, T.D., sub- 
mitted a statement regarding hardships 
arising under the existing law governing 
tenancies of business houses. 


RENEWAL OF LEASES. 


—_———@——— 
QUESTION OF TENANTS’ 
RIGHTS. 


Mr. Byrne mentioned that three cases had 
already been submitted where the business in 
question had failed owing to excessive rents— 
two where the landlord endeavoured to obtain 
possession regardless of the good-will or in- 
terest of the tenants, and one where the 
tenant was ejected upon a refusal to continue 
the tenancy on any terms. i ; 

He went on to say that, regarding evidence 
from house and estate agents, they were 
reluctantly compelled to state that they could 
not accept as impartial evidence arising from 
those engaged in the sale and letting ol 

roperty in a professional capacity, 

The statement then set out details of three 
cases, in one of which it was stated that on 
the expiration of the lease the place was put 
up for sale, but there was no bidding. he 
tenant’s offer was refused as inadequate, i 
session was obtained from him, and he had 
received no compensation for disturbance or 
good-will. In another case, relating to part 
of the same property, the tenant first offered 
to buy, and then for a renewal of the lease, 
but both offers were refused. As to the in- 
crease of rentals, in this case it was alleged 
that prior to 1916 it was £78 per annum, 
after that it was £105, and again, at a later 
date. there was a refusal of £130. In another 
case it was stated that the increase of rental 
was from £140, clear of rates, to £260, plus 
rates, and refusal, it was alleged, entailed 
ejectment and destruction of trade and good- 
will, with no compensation for the tenant. 

Mr. Byrne, at the close of his statement, 
mentioned that at a former sitting of the 
Commission jt was stated in evidence that 
under the Act of 1906 tenants had the right 
of obtaining the renewal of a lease or equit- 
able compensation for good-will and disturb- 
ance. No question of these statements being 
true had been raised by the Commission, and 
business men were perplexed as to how such 
mis-statements could be accepted by the Com- 
mission without comment. 

FACTS DISPUTED. 

Mr. James Geoghegan, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Joseph Healy (instructed by Messrs, Cox and 
Co.), appeared for Mr. M, F. Judd, said that 
he proposed to cross-examine Mr. Byrne, as 
there was a dispute about the facts as related 
by the witness. 

The Chairman (Mr. Justice Meredith) said 
that the procedure was to put any question to 
a witness through the chair. 

Mr. Byrne called Mr. John W. Blake to 
state facts with regard to his case. 

Mr. Blake stated that he took the premises 
5a Wexford street, for which he got a seven 
years’ lease, but subsequently, when he asked 
for a longer lease, he would not get a 
renewal. 

Chairman—Your grievance is that the 
chance you took did not materialise, but you 
took it with your eyes open. 

Mr. Blake admitted that that was so, and 
said that it was his intention to buy the 
pg em if the opportunity presented itself. 

e thought that that would have occurred, 
and that, if there was to be an extension of 
the lease, the tenant should get the pre- 
ference. 

Mr. Geoghegan said that in connection with 
this particular case a number of deliberate 
falsehoods had been made. 

Mr, Byrne said that he did not think Mr. 
Geo hegan should have used that expression. 

The Chairman said that the duty of the 
committee was to consider how to establish a 
law which would work out equitably. They 
wanted some general principles which would 
govern the entire question, but the majority 
of cases submitted to them were concerned 
with personal and individual grievances 
which people wanted to have aired. 

Mr. Byrne said that it was a scandal to 
have the law as it stood at present if 
tenants could be treated as Mr. Blake had 
been treated, 

Mr, Frank Kerlin, T.D., and Mr. Cochrane. 
other tenants, also gave evidence with refer- 
ence to the cireumstances of their cases. 

Mr. M, F. Judd was examined by Mr. 
Geoghegan in reference to some of the details 
f the tenancies that had been referred to, 
and explained that he had been ready to 
meet the tenants in any reasonable way. 

VALUE OF PREMISES. 

The Chairman mentioned that in some 
cases owners made a big haul out of the rise 
in the value of premises. In the meantime 
the whole rates of the city had to go up. 
It was open to the view that the reason al! 
rates in the city were going up was that 
there was n~ method of getting at the profits 
made by improvements; that, instead of the 
Corporation and the rates getting the benefit, 
it was going into the pockets of people who, 
of course, ought to get their own share as 
well as the occupants. 

Mr. Murphy—The tenants think they own 
it, and the landlords think they own it, and 
the public are not considered at all. 

Mr, Byrne—The tenants do not think. it. 

The question was put by Mr. Byrne to Mr. 
Judd as to whether the rent of business pre- 
mises was going up or down. 

_ Mr. Judd—In somo. streets they tend to 
increase; in others they tend to remain 
steady. I have not noticed any tendency to 


drop. 
GRAFTON STREET. 

The Chairman—What about 
street ? 

Mr. Judd—They are not going up; they 
are practically dropping—sagging. 

Mr. Byrne—Grafton street would be quite 
exceptional ? 

Mr. Judd—T.:ere are other streets like 
that, if one had time to think of them. 

Mr. P. J. Carolan, Chairman, and Mr. 
Andrew Byrne, Secretary, of the All Ireland 
Town -Tenants’ League, were present to give 
evidence, and were represented by Mr. T. 
O'Donnell (instructed by Mr. J. W. 
Morrin), but the hearing of their case was 
adjourned until another day.

LONDON, Sunday Night. 

The December Sales at Newmarket fast 
week appear to have been a success—at least 
most people were well satisfied with the 
results. The total sum realised approximately 
594,992 guineas, which is not equal to that 
of last year, when the total was 443.776 
guineas ; but then last year the figures created 
a record, and those of last week are in excess 
of 1925, when the total was 363,287 guineas, 
and every other year as well except 1926. 

The weak spot in last week was Friday’s 
sales, which compared very unfavourably 
with the corresponding day last year; but 
then on that afternoon three of the late Mr. 
de Pledge’s mares alone made 15,200 guineas, 
Mr. David Goold’s Hasty Love made 5,100 
guineas, and the late Lord Dunraven’s mares 
made high prices, Spes going for 5,600 
guineas. There was nothing of the same 
quality as these in Friday’s catalogue, and so 
no comparisons between the results of the day 
need be drawn. 

The sales on the whole justified the com- 
plete optimism about the future of racing 
and breeding, emphasised by Lord D’ Abernon 
in his speech to the Thoroughbred Breeders’ 
Association, That meeting stirred up, as 
usual, a great many questions of racing 
politics for future discussion. Lord D’Aber- 
non s suggestion that trainers should be made 
to declare their runners for the next day by 
six o clock on the previous evening has been 
received with protests by several trainers. 
They say that their owners will not make 
up their minds to run in many cases until 
the last moment. 


RULES FOR OWNERS. 

But if the aforesaid owners were made to 
do so by the Rules of Racing the cure for 
their vacillation would be effective. There 
are difficulties in the way of the adoption of 
such a suggestion, but it is not impracticable, 
and it would undoubtedly serve to make 
racing more popular, for, as Lord D’Abernon 
said, there is nothing that irritates the 
home-follower of racing so much as being 
kept in the dark about the probable runners 
until the last moment. Anything that would 
tend to make racing more popular is good. 

I notice that racecourse executives were 
severely castigated by a well-known breeder— 
Sir Richard Brooke—at the meeting of the 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association, when he 
said ‘‘ very confidently,” that if the Race- 
course Association would first try to attract 
a larger number of people to their courses 
they might not find it necessary to reduce 
stakes. He went on to point out the serious 
drawbacks in present-day accommodation on 
racecourses, and said there were very few, if 
any, decent people who would care to take 
their wives and womenfolk to the ordinary 
public stand of a racecourse, which 1s all 
perfectly true. 

I imagine that certain executives, if they 
do not wish to go under entirely, will have 
to wake up to the necessity of paying more 
attention to the comfort of the public and 
making greater efforts to attract them to 
their courses. If the competition of the grey- 
hound racing only wakes up racecourse 
managers, it will have done a valuable service,

never have I seen such an odd collection of 
people as filled the vast banqueting hall, 
which has been converted into a club, and 
where there was dancing between the races | 
and on until midnight.

It is very hard to fault the son of Battle- 
axe, who is an almost ideal type of high- 
class ‘chaser. ‘Odds were always asked for 
about him, Geryones, who had run second 
to him at Newbury, not being in the field. 

Hurst Park is not an ideal course for a 
novice ‘chaser, and I have seen many good 
young horses come to grief there, but, so far 
as I could see in the mist, Kilnagross never 
put a foot wrong. He was in the lead all 
the way, and he beat the more experienced 
Toy Bell by two lengths, Royal Defence 
finishing a bad third. If Kilnagross goes 
on in the right way there may be no limit 
to his accomplishment. I have not known 
a young ‘chaser for a long time who has 
earned for himself such golden opinions. Mr, 
Arthur McCann’s Prince Troy, whose dam is 
a half sister to Troytown, fell out at the 
first fence. 

There were two interesting reapperances of 
jockeys during the afternoon. One was that 
of Captain Bobby Vivian, who used to be 
in the Blues, and was a well known soldier- 
rider a few years ago. He had a very bad 
operation, which caused him to give up riding
